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(1.) Conntry-man. OUR. laft, Adafer, 
y has fhew’d that all 


the Odinm laid up- 
on the Clergy, by Mr. Review and others, 
for Preaching up Jure Divino and Pafive 
Obedience, lies not wholly at their Door, but 
that our Parliaments are alfo involv’d in the 
fame, And that they are indeed ftruck at, 
and all our Laws, through the fides of the 


Clergy. 


(2.) Reberrfal. 1 gave no Proofs then, but 
now I will, left they fhou’d Deny it, and 
to Juftify what I have faid, and that you 
may have an Anfwer ready, if they fhou’d 
Queftion the Truth of it. Let them then 
Look into the Statute 16. Rich.2.c. 5. And 
there they will will find it Afferted, that 
the Power of the Crown is Deriv’d from God 
alone, and Jmmediatly Subjeft to none but 
God. And is in no Earthly Subjettion. 

Let them fee 24. Hen. viii. c. 12. Where 
the Parliament acknowledges his AZajefly to 
be their One Supreme Head and King. And 
that to him as fuch. belongs, The Final De- 
termination, to all Manner of Folk, Refiants or 
Subjects within this his Realy, in all Caufes, 
Matters, Debates and Contentions, 

Then let them look into 1 Eliz c. 3. 
and 1. Fac. c. 1. Where the Right of the 
Succeffion of the Crown ‘by Proximity of Blood 
is call’d the Law of God as well as of 
Man. 

Let them then Confider 12 Car. 2.¢. 30. 
Where it is Declar’d, Thar by the undoubted 
Fundamental Laws of this Kingdom, neither the 
Peers of the Realm, mor the Commons, nor both 
together in Parliament, wor the People, esther 
Collectively or Reprefentatively, nor any other 


Perfons whatfoever, ever had, hath, or ought 
to have, any Coercive power over the Perfans 
of the Kings of this Realm. 

And 13 Car. 2. c. 1. It is Declar’d, that 
ther is no Legsflative Authority in the Par- 
liamem without the King. 

And 13 Car. 2. c. 6. Fhe Power of the 
Sword is Declar’d to be wholly and folely 
in the King, and that the Parliament cane 
not Raife any War, either Offenfive or De- 
fenfive, againtt bis Majefty, bu Heirs or Lawe 
ful Succeffors. 

And 14 Car. 2. in the Ad for Uniformi- 
ty (which is particularly Excepted not to 
be Repealable by the Regency) ali the Clergy 
of England, as well as Mafters, or Heads 
of Houfes, Fellows, and Tutors in Colleges, 
and even School-Mafters, &c. are oblig’d 
to Subfcribe, That it is not Lawful upon any 
Pretence whatfoever to take Arms againft the 
King, and that they do Abhor that Traiterous 
Pofition of taking Arms by his Authority againft 
bis Perfon, or againft thofe that are Commiffiee 
nated by him. 

Country-m. But this laft is taken away by 
an Aé fince the Revolution. 

(3.) Rehearf. The Obligation of Subfcribing 
it, and the Penalty for not doing it is Su- 
perfeded by that .4é. But ther is nothing 
faid againft the Truth of the Doftrin there- 
in Contain’d. As the Obligation for Renoun- 
cing the Covenant in the fame Ad of Unifora 
mity was Enjoyn’d but for a Time, which 
do’s not Imply that men might own the 
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Covenant afterwards. 

But all the former Aés of Parliament { 
have Nam’d (and ther are many more) ftand 
yet Un-Repeal’d, and are the Law of the Land 
to us at this Day.

But yet again, was it any Crive in the 
Clergy to Sebferthe the faid Declaration of 
its not being Lawful, &c. while it was En- 
join’d by "Mectiatints and under the Pew- 
alty of an Ipfo Faéto Deprivation? And. if 
they might Subfcribe it, why might they 
not Preach it? Was it Tey who Betray’d 
the King by Preaching j8; and ‘was the 
Parliament perfeétly Innogent which’ Enjoin’d 
it? Had not the King as much Reafon 
to Truft to an A of Parliament for Paf- 
five Obedience, as tO a, Serznon, or Even: £0 
the Book of Canons? 


(4.) Did ever any Clergy-Aan in the 
Church of England Preach up ure Divino 
and Paffive Obedience more than our’ Book 
of Homilies? And are not all our Clergy 
to this Day Oblig’d by 4& of Parliament 
to Subfcribe the faid Book? And are not 


the moft -Pafive Obedience-Homilies in the 


whole Book thofe againft Rebellion,. parti- 
cularly Order’d to be Read on the 30h 
of Fanuary, and the 5th of November, even 
as the Offices for thefe Days are Regulated 
fince the Revolution? And the Preachers 
are Order’d to Compofe their Sermons on 
thefe Days, purfuant to thefe Homilies. 
And have they not done fo in many ve- 
ry Good Sermons, we have Printed, which 
were Preach’d before the the Queen, ;and 
before both Houfes of Parliament on thefe 
Days, particularly on the 30th Sannary? 
And have they been Reprov’d, nay have 
they not Receiv’d Thanks for fo doing, 
and their Sermons Order’d to be Printed, 
for the Iaftruétion of the People in thefe 
Doéirines ? 


(5.) Yet Mr. De Foe and other their 
Enemies make Bold to lay all the A4iferies of 
the Nation, as well what they have Suffer’d, 
as what is prefent, and what they have 
in Profpe to Suffer yet more, all is laid 
upon the Clergy, and their Preaching this 
Doétrin. To which if the People of England 
had Conftantly Adher’d, we may Rea- 
fonably fay, many Evils had been Prevent- 
ed, which have Colt England much Blood 
and Treafure. 


(6.) Country-m. Be that as it will, yet 
it is Plain that all the Terrible Charges 
laid upon the Clergy for this, their being 
made Scarlet Traitors, as Black as Hell, 
and other Adoderate Epithets beftow’d on 
them by the Review, do all Rebound di- 
rectly upon. our Laws and Parliaments, 
which have Enafted thefe Doétrins, and Re- 
quir’d the Clergy both to Sxbjcribe and 
Preach them, Under Severe Penalties. And 
by their making it Deprivation, it is Plain 
they Meant to have No other Clergy but 
who fhou’d Preach up thefe Doétrins o 
Paffive Obedience and Fure Divine. : 

So that. either the Cle-gy muft be Ac- 
quitted of this Charge, of elfe all] our Laws 
and Parliaments muft to Topher with them 
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wou'd Offer my Advice, if h 


take it amifs: That herehfeer befae he 


Throws a Stone, he fhou’d Config 

it may Light. For I Suppofe he did nor | 
tend to Cut down all our Lams and Con 
ftitution, and the Authority of Parliam 
at a Blow, when jhe gave himfelf Liberty 
to make this Jmveitive againft the op 
who are his Aversion. ty 


(7-) Rebearf. The fame Doftrines of Sur 
‘Divino and Paffive Obedience are T : 
ia the, Holy Scriptures as Exprefly as in 
our Laws. Which I have thew’d Aban. 
dantly in the fir Volume. Our Laws learn’d 
them from the Scriptures, and Vouch’d them 


God, as well as of Man. 


(8.) And no Englifh Parliamem, no 
any fo Call’d in the Times of Rebelin os 
Ufurpation, ever yet Decreed the Doétrin 
of Refiftance, or Offer’d to Repeal thofe Lap; 
I have Cited, but kept the Subjects Strictly 
under Paffive Obedience; and the Greatef: 
Ufurpers pleaded Fure Divino too, and Apply'd 
it to themfelves fome How or Other! 
They plac’d it in the Voice of the People, 
that is, of thofe of their own Side! The 
very Heathens had Recourfe to it, and Deify'd 
their Kings, or Fancy’d them Begot by 
fome Ged or other, as I have fhew’d before, 
So that what .4/ agree in muft be Try, 
So Neceflary is this Deétrin, that no Govern. 
ment Of what fort foever can ftand withou 
it. They either Have it, or mult Pretend 
to it. 


(9-) Country-m. I hope you will except 
the Book of the Rights. This has Avoided 
all thefe Difficulties, and made the Authority 
of God Himfelf Dependant upon the People! 
And inttead of their Pleading are Divina, 
has made Him plead Fure Humano! 

Rebearf. This is a New Difcovery! It is 
a Finefs that exceeds all Heathen Wit, as 
far as our Whiggs Exceed the Heathen! And 
the Jndittment againft our Clergy is, That 
they are fo Dei they cannot Come up to 
it! They make Kings the Ansinted of God, 
but they underftand rot how God is the 
Anointed of the People! And Priefts of all 
Religions are the Same in this, they are All 
for the Authority of God, they All pretend 
to be Priefis of God. But we have a Sett 
coming up will be the Priefs of the 
People!
